C AIRO. Nov. 13 Ol. —Anti-British riots broke out afresh in 
Cairo tonight after a day of disorder, and from many 
other places in Egypt came reports of violent demon¬ 
strations. Two deaths were reported and injuries in Cairo itself 
numbered more than 100. 

Wafdlat Nationalists stated a mass 
demonstration demandlnf complete 
independence from Orest Britain. 

During the day the windows of the 
British consulate were stoned.

The 
Initial clash resulted In non than 
thirty casualties

The Issue by the Federal Oovernment ol a new 
loan for 473 , 000,000 Is an Indication of how debt 
to being piled on debt like Pellon upon Olympui. 
It may be recalled that before 1414 the borrow-, 
lngs of the Federal Oovernment did not exceed 
an average of 410.000,000 a year. During tha last 
six years the average has been $130,000,000 annu¬ 
ally, and that to exclusive of the moneys required 
to make good the deficits accruing through the 
operation of the Canadian National Railways. 
The ability of the people to meet such obligations 
has not grown in proportion to the magnitude in 
which they are incurred. The new borrowings 
are not, in the vast majority ol casca, for produc¬ 
tive purposes. There are no new assets being 
created to balance them. 

There to not a Oovernment in Canada at the 
present time, either Federal or Provincial, that to 
not operating on credit. There to no Oovernment 
In the country that has had tha courage to put 
into force a rigid policy of retrenchment. The 
Montreal OaxetU sees in the present trend of 
governmental finance a grave outlook. It Is due 
to a rash venture in paternalism. "It to tacitly.”

The 
reason a major action has been so long delayed 
to due to the desire of the Ethiopians to choose 
terrain In which they can operate most effec¬ 
tively. The progress of the Italians has been slow, 
and that Is easily explained. They have a highly- 
mechanized army. It can only proceed as modern 
roads are built, and those roads have to be de¬ 
fended from a hostile population. Ths Italians 
are pursuing a very astute campaign. They are 
endeavoring everywhere to placate the people; 
they pay them high prices for supplies; they 
scrupulously respect their property and their re¬ 
ligious liberty. They are acting as a civilized army 
ahould act whew Invading foreign territory. The 
result to that the Tlgreans generaUy have wel¬ 
comed the Italian Irruption, and their leaders 
and the clergy have,shown a disposition to throw 
In their lot with the' Invaders. 

These are aspects of the Italo-Ethloplan War 
which are not stressed by the usual run of corre¬ 
spondents. They are. however, dealt with In a 
dispatch to The London Times from Asmara 
That dispatch also tells of how the Italians have 
greatly Improved the road system In their rear 
and have been vigorously pushing forward con¬ 
struction beyond Aksum-Adowa-Adlgrat. Makale 
was occupied without opposition Some Idea of 
the obstacles encountered by the Invaders In road 
construction to Indicated by the fact that a good 
deal of the country south of Aksum and Adowa 
has never Men explored. The maps record the 
heights there trigonometrically. The Italians are 
building their roads on airplane observations, 
contours and other physical features of nature.

SANCTIONS 


Financial sanctions are already In operation 
against Italy, and economic sanctions, at least 
those Imposed by certain of the nations, will ba 
brought Into effect on Monday next. Under 
financial sanctions no loan* or credits can be 
given for the benefit of the Oovernment of any 
Italian territory: The following business to pro¬ 
hibited: (1) loans, advances, and guarantees to or 
for the benefit of Italians; fill Acceptance or en 
dorsement of any bill of exchange drawn by an 
Italian or for the benefit of an Italian; (1111 Pur' 
chase of any bill of exchange (other than a bill 
payable on demand) from an Italian holder; (It) 
Issue or subscription for shares In an Italian cor¬ 
poration. 

Under economic sanctions arms, ammunition 
and Implements of war cannot be exported to 
Italy. Similarly, ores, metals, rubber and trans¬ 
port animals cannot be exported. The countries 
Imposing sanctions will also be debarred from 
receiving as Imports goods consigned from or 
manufactured In Italian territory, except gold or 
sliver bullion or coin. The exceptions from this 
prohibition are In respect of goods which, before 
the data of entry Into operation of the order, left 
the place from which they were last consigned 
and goods Imported for exportation by way of 
trans-shipment.

guilty of manslaughter. He said that 
all circumstances must be taken into 
account in deciding the matter. The 
crime of manslaughter, he contin¬ 
ued. varied according to surrounding 
circumstances. He warned members 
of the jury not to be fearful of 
reaching a verdict if they felt that 
the act. or the amission, fell under 
the definition he set out. 

CARE REQUIRED 

During the trial the question of 
whether the accused had exercised 
reasonable care under the circum¬ 
stances was raised. Apart 
omission, there was the other side, 
that of doing certain acts without 
lawful excuse, or what constituted 
unlawful acts. His Lordship con¬ 
tinued. 

While the accused had right-of- 
way. at the Intersection of 
streets where the accident occurred, 
it did not excuse one from exercis¬ 
ing proper care and keeping a care 
ful lookout. Any breach of the duty 
placed upon a person, to drive an 
automobile In a careful and prudent 
manner, constituted an unlawful act 
and was an element in manslaugh 
ter. he said. 

The fact that the jury might con 
elude that Mr. Bird, the driver of 
the other car. was guilty of negli¬ 
gence did not affect tha guilt of the 
accused. If it were found thst the 
accused was solely negligent, then 
they should find him guilty, the 
judge concluded. 

ADDRESSES OF COUNSEL 
Addressing the Jury, before the 
charge of His Lordship. H. A. Beck¬ 
with. counsel for the accused, 
pointed that he could not see how 
they could find there had been gross 
carelessness on the part of the ac¬ 
cused. or carelessness that would 
contribute to the accident, and ridi¬ 
culed the idea that the car had 
bounced six or eight feet in the air. 
The oar of Mr. Bird, he argued, waa 
going faster than that of accused at 
the time of the Impact. 

Carew Martin, for the Crown, held 
that the accused had not kept 
proper lookout and would have seen 
Mr. Bird before he did If he had done 
It was s question whether the 
accused had his car under control 
so as to meet danger if it should 
arise. 

During the noon hour, after the 
evidence had all been submitted to 
the court, the Jury, accompanied by 
the trial Judge and officials of the 
court, visited the police station, 
where the cars concerned in the col¬ 
lision were viewed and also visited 
the scene of the accident. 

STORY or ACCUSED 
At the opening of the proceed¬ 
ings in the morning. Mr. Beckwith, 
counsel for the accused, addressing 
the Jury, said that while he felt he 
could leave the case with the Jury 
without calling the accused Jo 
testify, he was of the opinion that 
the Jury should have the accused’s 
version of the accident. 

The accused recalled having 
passed someone as he went along 
Hillside. That person 
driving very slowly and appeared to 
be going to pull In alongside the 
curb.

We are not prepared to aay how 
the law la functioning in other parts 
of the. province, but we do know 
that it does not. and never has func¬ 
tioned, in the rural districts of Vic¬ 
toria.

"why?” I have aeen and heard 
more quarrels begun at the bridge 
table by thia simple three letter 
word than by all the contents of a 
dictionary combined. 

When a bridge player makes a 
mistake, it to not because he wants 
to do something stupid. He is play¬ 
ing to find the right bid and the 
right play all the time. If he has a 
brainstorm and blunders, he usually 
knows about it at once, and 4s as 
sorry as anyone, even hi* partner. 
He has no reason for making the 
mistake.
